Tr CRIMINAL ACT 


If the town enacts by-laws 
for the good of the muiniéipality 
and they’ fire not respected by 
those, for whom they _ were 
made, it is naturally high time 
that gome action was taken ‘by 
the authorities, towards rhe 
proper ‘enforcing of the guine. 
This was fully © realized fast 
weék, when the following 
incidents matured and under 
the following conditions. 

Tu the beginning, it might be 
well to state that sometime ago, 
the muticipality drew tip and 
passed a by-law, respecting ‘the 
pounding of animals, ‘anning 
at lange within the ‘town limits. 
At the sme time, Cattley & 
Gregson were appointed: as 
pound keupers, ‘Although | the 
by-law was not stringently 
enforeed until quite recently, 
it was thougnt’ that thiose, 
owning animals and allowing 
them to run wat latge, would 
cease playing upon thie generos- 
ity and leniency of the town 
and pounj-keepers and enclose 
their stock, where they conld 
neither molest the public or do 
injury to eithet ~~ publie or 
private property. This, how- 
ever, did nut prove to be. the 
Case thea dev elopmonts jmined- 
iately followed. — 

On Thursday with the ussis- 
tance of Town Policeman 
Kenny, ypwardg of a dozen 
horses were driven into the 
pound, where, according to law, 
they would remain uptil claim- 
ed by their respective owners, 
They remained in the. gorral 
during Thursday aud uritil a 
late hour ou’ Friday hight, he- 
fore anyone presented himseif 
and registered a claim, The 
manner of the claim “Was a 
particularly ‘peculiar one, the 
person or persons, presenting 
themselves, doing so, under 
cover of impenetrable darkness 
and under the guise of a 
midnight marauder. The gate 
to the pound was taken from 
its hinges and the horses given 
their freedom, sometime i in the 


early morning hours. To say 
that “Tn jun’s leave” wag taken 
would be, putting it mildly. 


The animals weve driven out of 
the corral, and probably in a 
noisy and excited manner, 
while those, who had preyiously 
heen placed on watch, slept the 
sleep of the innocent, 

The next day, the prevailing 
excitement an the part of the 
citizens was only such as could 
be produced by such a bold act. 
The pound-kesper, policeman 
and constable held a hurried 
meeting and decided upon: the 


only reasonable and _ wise 
course. In consequence, after 
the owners of the’ anim: sa had 


been natified to return them by 
Constable Webster, they were 
driven back to the corral Satur- 
day evening. Since then, they 
have been ” pedeem ed by their 
owners and removed, 

In the face of such proceed- 
ings and the almost entire dis- 
regard for the law, if would 
seem that some action should 
be taken against the particular 
parties, when their names were 
ascertained. But therein lies 
the secret of the whole affair, 
the guards ‘slept and between 
the edges of two days, certain, 
parties, (unknown?) took upon 
themselves the responsibility 
of bucking the law. The 
responsible parties, however, 
do not go unsuspected. 

In rendering the sentence in 
the court room, the penalty for 
a penal act is generally passed 
by the judge upon the past 

ood or otherwise suspected 
rita of the pftisoner or 
defendant. When the sus- 
pected party, in this case, 
presents himself at the bar of 
justice and appeals for merey, 
the J. P. or other mrgistrate 
will say, in a tone, wherein no 
pity om compassion can be 
detected—*You shall be taken 
tothe district jail, where you 
will undergo a six months’ 
sentence,of hard labour, You 
have-broken the law on previous 
occasions, 
you have a pleasant time.”

FRUIT DESSERT. 


Prune Loaf an Inexpensive, Delicious 
and Wholesome Food. 

Even that humble fruit the prune, 
at which we so often sneer, may be 
used in making delicious desserts. For 
instance, prune joat may be made as 
follows: 

_ Whip one and a half cupfais of 
cream until firm throughout. Cut 
fine enough cooked prunes to fill one 
cup, add $nefourth cupful of the 
prune juice and two-thirds cupful of 
sugar and let simmer until the sugar 
is dissolved and the mixture reduced 
a little, Add the juice of half a lemom

and one-fourth cupful of juice from 


the prunes. Let stand until chilled, 
then told the cream into it and turm 
the mixture into a quart mold lined 
with paper aud chilled in salt anh 
crushed ice. Fill the mold to over- 
flow, spread over a paper and ‘press 
the cover down over the paper Pact. 
in equal measures of sult and crushed 
ice. Let stand about three hours. 
Repack when the ice has partially 
melted. When repucking turn the: 
mold, as the jower side often freezes. 
more quickly thin the upper side.. 
When unmolded garnish with half m 
cupful of whipped cream and cooked 
prunes.

Homemade Girdles. 

The giri who likes beadwork may 
make herself a dainty girdle in beads 
; and jewels to match a certain costume,. 
Tbe work is most easily done on a 
bead loom. A «simple design for such 
a belt bas two rows of oval beaded fig- 
ures connected by double lines of bead- 
ing alternating with cobweb effects. 
Ip the center of each cobweb may be- 
sewed or woven a jewel, 

Use beavy buttonbole silk for string- 
ing these belts and make them to knot: 
Joosely at one side, the end being fin-

Egyptian Jewelry 


ROM a mummy, that of a woman 

who lived, it is thought, 7006 

B. C., have been taken jewels 
that showed that even in this €x- 
tremely prehistoric period the Egyp- 
tians knew practically as much about 
gems and their settings as we doe 
today. 

Necklaces were there, 
sculptured pendants; earrings set 
with carnelian, amethyst and lapis 
lazuli; brooches carved to represent 
the Sphinx, beetles or scarabs, frogs, 
elephants and the sacred hawk of 
Osiris, all of the finest workmanship, 
There were even sidecombs and vanity 
cases, little gold and jeweled boxes con- 
taining pomade, and one with a daintily 
carved bit of slate on which the lady 
mixed her eye paint. 

Next came gold yases, gold bottles 
for face paints, perfumes and liquid 
cosmetics, and jeweled powder boxes 


The only Gisapventage of the Egyp- 
tians was in the matter of precious 
stones, They seldom used such gems 
as the diamond, the pearl and the 
emerald, but depended on mosaic 
work, in which they were extremely 
skillful. Amethyst, lapis lazuli (which 
took the place of sapphire) and occa- 
sionally oriental pearls were their 
chief stock in trade. With their aid, 
and that of gold, they produced ef- 
fects which, though not glittering 
and dazzling like the work of the 
modern jewelry, were wonderfully fine 
in detail and execution,
